The University Hospital requests approval to expend $586,346,918 for salaries, wages and fringe benefits to
health care and related workers employed by the University of Mississippi Medical Center's University Hosptial and
Clinics. Thisbudget also comtemplates the possible addition of the Grenada facility that is being negotiated at the
time of this submission. The retirement rate provided by the state for all employees was increased from 14.26% to
